To take a few of the things mentioned: Silicones, 
which some advertisements would have us believe are 
the answer to everything, are examined as water- 
proofers in the customary “ this is not necessarily so ” 
manner of the B.R.S.  Pulverized fuel ash—the 
residue from power stations—has been found most 
useful in brick-making. Something more than two 
million tons of this material is being produced every 
year and has to be disposed of somehow. It contains 
a certain amount of free carbon and when used in 
brick manufacture can effect considerable savings 
in fuel. Experiments have been tried with mixtures 
containing as much as 85 per cent P.F.A. and 15 
per cent local clay at one power station. Lower 
ash content means more clay, and if power stations 
are not near suitable brick-fields the problem of 
ash disposal is not solved. 

A further possible use of P.F.A. is in the prepara- 
tion of lightweight concrete aggregate. Laboratory 
experiments have produced a high-quality material 
by pelleting the ash and firing the pellets to 1,200°- 
1,300°C. 

Work has also been done on the corrosion and 
perforation of galvanized steel tanks. The B.R.S. 
opinion is that these failures are generally caused 
by the presence of loose fragments of steel—such 
as drillings—on the bottom of the tank. These may 
come from work on the tank or be washed into it 
from other parts of the system. Inferior galvanizing 
is not, however, ruled out as a cause. 

In the field of building operations new methods 
of house construction have been studied and a large- 
scale experiment is now taking place on four types 
of house: “A” more or less traditional. “B” 
with all partitions and the inner-leaf of the cavity 
wall in precast storey height plaster panels 2ft wide. 
“C” external walls 8?in cored clinker blocks, 
rendered and plastered internally. The first floor

of this type is of factory-made timber panels to 


which the plasterboard ceiling is attached. Trussed 
purlins support the factory-made rafter panels 
and the roof covering. “D” requires a crane 
for handling the various building elements. Exter- 
nal walls are of 8in no-fines concrete poured between 
prefabricated outer shuttering and permanent internal 
room-sized panels of stud and plasterboard. First 
floor and roof are of concrete. About 400 houses 
are to be built in this experiment. 

The report also draws attention to two other new 
developments in two-storey house design. The first 
is the use of load-bearing party walls or cross walls 
with light (often prefabricated) front and rear walls 
(curtain walls) in which external doors and windows 
are set. The second development consists of pouring 
in situ foamed slag concrete walls. This has been 
done using plywood shutters for the internal face of 
the walls, plastering then being done in one coat. 

Tower cranes have continued to interest the 
B.R.S. and it is estimated that there are some 200 
in operation in the country. Five British firms are 
known to be manufacturing them 

Research into the efficiency of buildings has 
included an investigation into the problem of con- 
densation on the underside of metal roofs lined with 
insulating material such as fibreboard, “ sealed ”’ 
fibreboard and aluminium-backed plasterboard. It 
was found that water vapour diffused through plain 
fibreboard and condensed on the cladding but there 
was little visible dampness on the board. The 
aluminium-backed plasterboard allowed vapour to 
diffuse through it and this condensed against the 
aluminium foil, saturating parts of the board. The 
report points out that this investigation confirms 
the fundamental rule that a vapour barrier must be 
placed on the warm side of a construction.

IS A DOME? 


The tower of the New York Central building is square 
and 34 storeys high. It is surmounted by a pointed roof 
covered in copper and pierced by four rows of elaborate 
dormer windows. The lantern on the roof is heavy and 
ornate and includes in its design nearly all the elements 
of classical design and a handful of others. The roof, 
or dome as New Yorkers call it, is apparently a familiar 
part of the famous skyline. It is covered in copper, is 
green, and was erected in 1929. The copper is reported 
to be pitted and worn from weathering. My picture 
shows men spraying the roof with a green weatherproof 
vinyl skin 

Two things interest me about this. First, surely we 
are accustomed to expect a copper roof, even in London, 
to last rather longer than 25 years? I remember being 
given a small piece of original copper from some part of 
St. Paul’s Cathedral. It showed no signs of pitting but 
it certainly was not green. Secondly, the Americans must 
have very great faith in their weatherproof vinyl. They 
expect the present treatment to last at least 12 years 
before it loses its elasticity. It will then be necessary to 
apply another coat—at a fraction of the cost of the first, 
which will be about £5,000—which, to use the manu- 
facturer’s own words, “will impregnate the base layer 
and revitalize the entire surface.” 

It would be unwise to dismiss this process as a crazy 
notion, for it is a development of the “ Operation Moth- 
ball” Naval technique. 


BADGES 

UPPER 

It is an odd paradox that while a great many people 
object to being labelled by wearing a badge, however 
small, in their buttonhole, few people seem to object to 
being labelled by the tie they are wearing. It is true that, 
given a magnifying glass, the actual name of the organi- 
zation can often be found on a badge, whereas a motley set 
of stripes usually means nothing except to Jermyn Street 
shopkeepers or professional clubmen. Ties are, how- 
ever, taking a turn away from stripes, and many now have 
small designs dotted about on them. The R.LB.A. 
Cricket Club is one such. The latest idea is that firms 
should have a house tie, stamped all over with the trade 
mark or perhaps, like some banks’ cheques, with the firm’s 
name written very small over and over again. It is not 
difficult to think up some fairly embarrassing ones either. 
First in the field, and no embarrassment here, is George 
Cohen, Sons & Co., Ltd., whose senior staff may now 
be seen wearing maroon ties emblazoned with silver-grey 
“600s,” I suppose it would be incorrect to assume that 
junior staff of this firm will wear ties bearing higher 
numbers.

HALLS 


The M.o.H. & L.G. has returned some designs for 
houses to the Hereford City Council with the request that 
the halls be omitted. The stairs would then lead out of 
the living-room. This sort of thing might not worry 
some of us, who would be glad to have the extra space 
in the living-room—depending on the plan, naturally 
enough. The City Council, however, consider such a 
step as reversion to the jungle, and point out that only £8 
per house is saved.

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THE BUILDING INDUSTRY 

TWENTY YEARS ON 

How long is a generation? Mr. Lance Wright, in a 
recent talk at St. Andrews, is reported as saying: “It 
seems evident that in the next two generations or so we 
are going to see the whole of our environment changed 
out of all recognition.” We, of course, shall have 
changed out of all recognition, too, but, hydrogen bombs 
apart, it is difficult to imagine how this change will, in 
fact, come about. Some of the “enormous strides which 
have been made in the technology of building,” to which 
Mr. Wright also referred, are discussed in this week’s 
leader on the work of the B.R.S. in 1953. 


THE GEFFRYE MUSEUM 

The L.C.C., who own this most interesting and com- 
paratively little-known museum, have just published a 
cheerful and well-illustrated booklet with the title “ Intro- 
ducing the Geffrye Museum.” It describes the building 
and the exhibits with general notes on furnishings, house- 
hold services and chattels, from the earliest times until 
the present day, and provides a useful commentary on 
the exhibits, which are arranged in a series of Period 
rooms.

OPEN AIR SCULPTURE

sculpture would hardly be news. One or two things, 
however, did occur to me when walking round and think- 
ing over the suggestions of a permanent show. First of 
all, the grass is soon worn away round any piece which 
calls for close inspection. This seriously detracts from 
the pleasantness of the setting. Paths would be neces- 
sary in any long-term project. It should be possible to 
arrange large pieces on grass so that they could viewed 
from all sides from a path. This was done at the first 
Battersea show. In a permanent exhibition it would be

QUEEN VICTORIA AND OSBORNE 

There is nearly always a particular aura to the rooms 
of the departed great when they have been left exactly 
as they were in the lives of their owners. I say “nearly” 
always because the public seemed to find little cause for 
interest or the presence of an “aura” in the rooms of the 
house left to the National Trust by Bernard Shaw. 

There can be no doubt, however, that Queen Victoria’s 
private rooms at Osborne House, which have been pre- 
served exactly as she left them, will be found by visitors 
to have that special aura. These rooms, which the public 
are now to see for the first time by command of Her 
Majesty the Queen, will come under the care of the 
Minister of Works. It is hoped that they will be opened 


early next year. 
PUDDLES 


With all the rain we have had this summer, 
become very conscious of the uneven surfaces of terrace 
paving. Surely any large area meant to be walked on 
without overhead protection needs to be flat and self- 
draining. 

Don’t building contractorseever splash their way across 
piazzas dotted with pools of rain water and think to them- 
selves, “this is a bad job”? 

Now that summers are not what they were, one expects 
much more attention paid to levelling and draining of all 
new paved areas. Of course it means a great deal more 
supervision when the ground is being made up and 
levelled, and that’s exactly what it should have. Archi- 
tects have gone in for stone-paved terraces and courts 
with nice patterning in a big way (in fact, I often think 
some competitions are lost and won on the terrace pat- 
tern of the ground-floor plan), and I should like to see 
them standing over the contractor while these areas are 
hosed, and insisting on the rock-pools being taken up 
and re-laid. Absurdly enough, one gets wetter-footed 
walking on the river-side walks and terraces than one 
would on the grass 

Eaves gutters and down pipes have also been severely 
tested this summer, and I imagine there has been a lot 
of flooding due to the extra pressure of rain-water on 
roof-drainage apparatus designed for rainfall 
rather than maximum

Electrical Floor Warming 
To the Editor of A. & B.N. 


Sir,—I make no apology for reacting 
sharply to Mr. Primrose’s excessively 
partisan claims about the efficiency of 
electric heating and I must point out 
that it is I and not Mr. Primrose who 
has consistently demanded a clear dis- 
tinction between boiler performance 
and system performance. As to my 
“sweeping condemnation of electri- 
city,” may I quote from my letter of 
May 20? “I am to-day no more 
opposed to electrical floor warming in 
appropriate circumstances than in 
1948...” This is an accurate state- 
ment, but I hold that the question of 
appropriate circumstances should be 
judged on facts, not fiction. 

Mr. Primrose’s quotations from a 
British Productivity Council report 
seem to do no more than confirm my 
statement that nearly 80 per cent of the 
energy in the coal is dissipated in 
power station plant and transmission 
equipment. 

The British Productivity Council 
report on Fuel Conservation of Sep- 
tember, 1953, states on page 70: 

“ Electricity 

“In general, electricity is rarely used 
for space heating in the U.S., and the 
load is only sought by electricity sup- 
ply companies in special circumstances 
where it can improve the load factor. 
In some areas, particularly in the 
South, the electricity companies go to 
great lengths to divert space heating 
away from electricity, actively cam- 
paigning against its use for that pur- 
pose. 


“For example, the Florida Power 
Supply Company has devoted con- 
siderable expenditure to advertising 
and providing a service for the sale, in- 
stallation and maintenance of oil-burn- 
ing space-heating equipment to meet 
demand which, because of climatic 
conditions, is purely of a sporadic and 
intermittent character. The campaign 
has been a great success if viewed only 
as an enterprise for the sale and instal- 
lation of oil-burning equipment, but of 
greater importance is the fact that the 
electricity undertaking has succeeded 
in providing its consumers with effec- 
tive space heating without involving it- 
self in heavy capital expenditure in the 
generating station on plant which 
would be standing idle for a large part 
of the year. 

“Electrical space heating has been 
actively canvassed in Britain and this, 
combined with the restrictions on solid 
fuel supplies that have been in force 
since 1940, has led to a very substantial 
domestic demand for electricity which 
has had a grave effect on the overall 
supply position, with attendant dis- 
turbance of industry. 

“The Team strongly supports the 
view that it is fundamentally wrong and 
economically unsound in our present 
circumstances to divert electricity to 
space heating, a load that could be 
better carried by less refined fuels.” 

I am not in complete agreement with 
the Team on this matter. I firmly 
believe that in certain circumstances it 
is in the interests of Architects and 
owners, and not against the national in- 
terest, to use electricity for space heat- 
ing, but there is an important proviso.

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Despite their acknowledgement that 
Fitzroy Street has all the makings of 
a principal shopping centre—“ We 
regard Fitzroy Street both as being 
well placed and also as a valuable 
relief for shopping pressure on the 
older centre”—they appeared to have 
nothing firm to propose which would 
follow what must have been a continu- 
ing trend in the shifting of the City’s 
commercial centre from the “ Spine” 
Road. 

In fact, all they offered was a counsel 
of despair born, one concludes, from 
a fear of compensation if one dared to 
propose a foreseeable change: 
“ Nothing in planning has less hope of 
success than the attempt to remove a 
well-established shopping centre before 
the traders concerned have decided 
that it is in their interests to move.” 
They consider that the present central 
area is found to remain the principal 
commercial area for a considerable time 

-“and if population does not grow 
beyond the figures mentioned .. . an 
extension may not be needed. Our 
provision is, therefore, to meet prob- 
able but not a certain need.” 

In other words if you plan for a 
probable change there will be compen- 
sation to pay presumably when shop- 
keepers challenge the proposal and the 
restriction imposed upon making a 
formal planning application. If you 
don’t plan for the foreseeable change, 
which is in accord with one’s principal 
aim, it may happen anyway but without 
risk of compensation That is taking 
us back to the old 1932 Act situation 
when one dared not zone for anything 
but building for fear of compensation, 
and one must not have any a priori 
views even when they accord with a 
normal trend! ‘That is surely the very 
negation of a planner’s function whose 
prime duty is to provide a guide for 
future development in a proper way 
and not seek solace in the uncertainties 
of the future. 


Broadly, a fair solution to safeguard- 
ing the future of the City as a Univer- 
sity town is the relief of the “Spine” 
Road, not by a new road closely by- 
passing it but by taking away the com- 
mercial source of attraction or so 
reducing it and creating a greater com- 
mercial counter attraction at some place 
like Fitzroy Street. It is folly and 
fallacious to propose the opposite by 
not only adding to the old centre, but 
by creating two of the most important 
inducements for defeating the aim—a 
new bus station and the convergence 
of a new bypass. 

One cannot, however, determine the 
site of the new centre of attraction 
without at the same time providing an 
adequate road system by adjusting the 
existing system. In that respect the 
alternative proposal on the illustrated 
diagram would appear to offer good pos- 
sibilities which would justify the 
University’s counter proposal. 

The refusal of the Minister to 
approve the proposed bus station sit- 
ing, at least eliminates one of the causes 
leading to the defeat of the main aim 
of the Plan which he has endorsed. 
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The acceptance of the “Spine” relief 
road proposed in part is regrettable in 
view of the foregoing comments though 
it must be conceded that it might ease 
the congestion on part of the “ Spine” 
It can hardly be a permanent asset if 
a volte-face occurs at the new review 
period by encouraging development at 
Fitzroy Street and not at Guildhall 
Street in the old centre. 

The pity is that it can never be a 
contribution to a lasting solution if the 
shift of emphasis to Fitzroy Street 
continues of its own volition as seems 
very likely and all the heavy expendi- 
ture involved in its construction will 
be negatived. Such a shift could have 
been turned into a certainty had there 
been sufficient boldness and that is 
where the main misfortune lies

East Kilbride 


Glenrothes Reports 


and 


The Reports of East Kilbride and 
Glenrothes Development Corporations 
have been published together by H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 2s 6d. They 
cover the period April 1, 1953-March 
31, 1954. 

Major developments in East Kilbride 
during the year included the opening 
of the first new primary school: the 
achievement of the target rate of 1,000 
completed houses in a year; the open- 
ing to traffic of the new north-south 
main road (Kingsway); the near com- 
pletion of the new Hayward-Tyler, 
Ltd. factory, and the _ successful 
negotiation for a new industrial 
development which will provide an 
alternative employment to engineering 
—a factory for the production of 
women’s wear. 

The Corporation has been in- 
formed, says the Report, that approval 
for the building of a 1,200-1,500 seat 
cinema will be granted. A recent survey 
of the tenants proved that a cinema was 
considered to be a most important 
social need in the new town. 

In the course of the year 1,008 
houses were completed, compared with 
458 in 1953, and 1,474 were under con- 
struction at March 31. Drainage and 
roads had been put in hand for 1,421 
houses and flats and contracts for 1,021 
houses and flats were placed with 
tenders received for a further 22. The 
labour force engaged in house building 
was 1,464 on March 31, compared with 
1,093 a year earlier. 

“The Corporation has_ given 
thought to the proportion of flats to be 
erected in the New Town,” states the 
Report. “A ratio of one-third flats has 
been accepted in the past but it has 
been shown that incoming tenants, who 
are at this stage of the town’s growth 
mostly young married couples with 
growing families, much prefer houses 
with gardens.” 

The Corporation has _ therefore 
decided to reduce the proportion of 
flats in new layouts to 25 per cent for 
a period of four or five years and to 


retain sites on which further flats may 
be provided at a later date. 

The Rolls-Royce factory and test 
beds were completed during the 
summer of 1953 and officially opened in 
August. It now employs 3,000 workers. 

There are 53 old and new shops in 
the town which is also served by 20 
mobile shops based on neighbouring 
areas. Plans have been approved to 
provide other 30. 

Heathery Knowe Primary School, 
Officially opened in October, has been 
in use since August; the Murray 
Primary School will be opened for use 
this month. Work has commenced 
on the third new primary school and 
the first Roman Catholic school, com- 
bined primary and _ secondary, at 
Platthorn commenced building this 
summer. The first new secondary 
school at Duncanrig should be com- 
pleted next year. 

The number of church, congrega- 
tions is to be increased and plans have 
been approved for the building of a 
hall-church by the Church of Scotland 
in the Murray neighbourhood, while a 
Roman Catholic church is to be built 
at Platthorn. Arrangements have been 
made for better recreational amenities. 

The Report states, however, that the 
development of the town as a balanced 
community depends upon a reform of 
the Scottish rating system. 

“Under the present system,” it 
states, “the building of larger houses 
for letting is out of the question and it 
is difficult to obtain an economic rent 
from shops and other commercial and 
industrial buildings. Where economic 
rents are obtained the tenants’ out- 
goings are so high that higher prices 
tend to be charged and the public 
suffers. The development of the Town 
Centre by the Corporation or by 
private enterprise is going to be very 
difficult if the rating system remains as 
at present.” 

In Glenrothes, as in East Kilbride, 
progress throughout the year has been 
satisfactory. The population is now 
estimated to be about 5,000, of whom 
some 3,700 are new residents. Housing 
completions have been maintained at 
the rate of building set and the first 
Community Hall—in Woodside—was 
completed. The first church in the new 
town was opened in May this year and 
work on the second shopping centre is 
nearing completion. The schools for 
Woodside residential precinct have 
been constructed and in use for some 
time, while the design and drawings 
for Auchmuty Secondary School which 
will accommodate 950 pupils are well 
advanced. 

During the year 410 houses were 
completed, compared with 270 last 
year, and 523 were under construction 
at March 31. A group of specially 
designed two-apartment cottages to 
commemorate the Coronation and for 
letting to aged, disabled and retired 
miners was opened in June and the first 
blocks of three-storey flats in Wood- 
side have been completed and occu- 
pied; in Auchmuty some of the four- 
storey Y-shape blocks of flats are 
beginning to take shape. 
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“In general,” the Report states, “ the 
provision of roads and sewers for 
housing and other development has 
fallen behind the programme.” This 
is due to delay in approval of certain 
schemes and shortages of labour. Total 
labour force engaged on all new town 
projects was 404 at March 31, com- 
pared with 584 a year ago. The decline 
n men employed in engineering is due 
mainly to the delay in a start being 
made to new site servicing works. 

The Report states: “One main 
channel of development remains un- 
touched, despite the efforts of the 
Development Corporation, namely, the 
settlement within Glenrothes’ of 
industries in social and economic 
balance with the major provision of 
employment at Rothes Colliery. 

“The Development Corporation 
feels that, as long as this phase of 
planning is not marked with the lines 
of industry in being, many of the 
people of Glenrothes, gathered together 
in a new industrial community, may 
lack the happiness of social content- 
ment and security.” 

The audited accounts included in the 
Reports show that the net capital ex- 
penditure for the year was: East 
Kilbride £2,752,261; Glenrothes 
£869,750. 


Multicon Flats, Clydebank 


On August 13, The Rt. Hon. Com- 
mander T. D. Galbraith, M.P., Joint 
Parliamentary Under Secretary for 
Scotland, opened a new block of Multi- 
con Flats at Melbourne Avenue, Clyde- 
bank. Consulting Architect, Sam Bun- 
ton, L.R.I.B.A., A.R.1.A.S.; Contractor, 
John Lawrence (Glasgow), Lid. 

In his address, Commander Gal- 
braith said: “I am particularly pleased 
to be here to-day and to have 
this opportunity to congratulate Clyde- 
bank Town Council on the enterprise 
they have shown in building this fine 
block of flats. Not only because these 
Multicon Flats provide homes for 32 
Clydebank families, but because they 
are the result of a bold experiment in 
house construction. 

“To my mind, the significance of 
this ceremony stretches far beyond the 
boundaries of Clydebank. Incorpor- 
ated in this block of 32 three-apartment 
flats are several novel and untried ideas 
in house construction. They have 
been put forward in an attempt to 
answer the problems inherent in the 
kind of high density development 
necessary in some of the more heavily 
populated areas of Scotland. 

“ As you know, there are more houses 
being built more quickly today in 
Scotland than at any time in the past. 
We are building at a rate of about 
40,000 houses a year and the number 
of new houses completed since the war 
is now over 200,000. As we overtake 
the shortage, we can turn our attention 
more and more to the replacement of 
obsolete and unfit houses in the central 
areas of our towns. This, for obvious 
reasons, is bound to be a difficult and 
costly undertaking. 


Cranbrook Mili, Kent, a smock mill 
built in 1814 and still working, is one of 
those covered by a Kent C.C. preservation 
order. If £2,000 can be raised plus £170 
per annum for maintenance, the National 
Trust will take over responsibility for 
Cranbrook Mill. This fine mill is well 
worth preserving in working order. 


“As far as I can see, we have just 
about reached the peak of production 
by orthodox methods. We cannot 
afford to spend more money or to 
divert more men or materials to the 
house-building programme than at 
present without some other important 
national interest having to suffer in 
consequence. 

“The problem then that faces the 
Government and the local authorities 
is how to build the houses we require 
without expending more money, labour 
or materials on them and without re- 
ducing our present standards. In other 
words, our aim must be to increase the 
productivity of the building industry. 
We can achieve this aim only by 
searching constantly for new ideas and 
new methods, for it is only by imagina- 
tion in design and technique that sig- 
nificant economies in the cost of build- 
ing can be achieved. 

“The task in hand presents a chal- 
lenge to everyone concerned with 
housebuilding—a challenge which, I 
feel sure, will be met with the same 
determination and skill as has been 
used to overcome the many difficulties 
encountered in the field of house con- 
struction since the war. But it must 
be emphasized that architects, engi- 
neers and builders can only provide 
answers to the present problem if they 
are sure that local authorities are pre- 
pared to consider fresh ideas. 

“In building these Multicon Flats, 
Clydebank Town Council have 
demonstrated that they at least are 
prepared to accept new ideas. I hope 
that other Jocal authorities in Scotland 
will follow their example, and that this 
building will be the first of many 
further experiments in house construc- 
tion. At this stage one cannot say 
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whether the construction work in this 
block of flats provides the answers or 
that the solutions it offers are neces- 
sarily the right ones, but the important 
thing from the national foint of view 
is that something new has been 
attempted. 

“It is too early yet to say what 
lessons have been learned as a result 
of this project. Some tests have been 
carried out but it will be some time 
before the Examination Panel and the 
Building Research Station can submit 
a full report on the project as a whole, 
and before we can decide on the suit- 
ability of this method of construction 
for general development 

“But perhaps I can mention briefly 
some of the main features of this 
building. For the first time in a build- 
ing of this type, a standardized system 
of construction using filled cavity con- 
crete blocks has been used, thus 
eliminating the need for steel framing 
or shuttering. Precast concrete floor 
planks which reduce the amount of 
steel and cement required have been 
introduced and the overall thickness of 
the floors has been reduced—over a 
number of floors this effects a con- 
siderable saving in materials. I should 
add, of course, that this has been done 
without destroying the sound insula- 
tion between official 
have since proved. By using pre- 
fabricated stair flight units, a good 
deal of time has been saved in the 
erection of the building. 

“As well as embodying several new 
ideas in construction, the building pro- 
vides many up-to-date amenities for 
the people who will live in it. We 
cannot allow our concern with new 
methods and ideas in construction to 
make us forget the comfort and con- 
venience of the people who have to 
live in the houses. I am told that the 
tenants here will have central heating 
and a constant supply of hot water; 
the use of a central communal electric 
laundry; a lift service, and dry chutes 
for refuse disposal with movable con 
tainers. 

“ All this would not have been pos- 
sible without active collaboration be- 
tween architect, engineer and builder. 
I think that this is one of the Cardinal 
Lessons of this project. I do not be- 
lieve that we can use our building 
resources to the best advantage unless 
the builders—and I have in mind in 
particular the large-scale builders 
collaborate from the outset with the 
consulting architects and engineers. In 
this building each has played his part, 
and without the skill of any one of 
them the project would not have been 
possible. I am sure they would all 
agree on that. 

“T hope that this kind of partnership 
will become much more general and 
that our builders will really get to- 
gether with our most skilful and 
imaginative architects and engineers 
for I say to them quite bluntly that 
only the best will do if we are to face 
in a worthy manner the great challenge 
of the rebuilding of the central areas 
in our towns and cities.”

HE Scenery Block has been designed and built as 

an integral part of the complete scheme for the 
B.B.C. Television Service. It is not, therefore, in itself 
a complete architectural entity but should be regarded 
as the first in a series of stages which will form the 
finally completed design. The functions of the scenery 
block as a unit of the television service when the scheme 
is completed will be (1) to make and assemble scenic 
effects and properties from raw materials; (2) to provide 
a constant and efficient service of all these sets and 
properties to and from the studios. (3) to provide 
readily accessible storage area for complete scenic sets 
and other components. (4) facilities for staff. (5 
scenery design offices and a reference library. (6) 
administrative offices. 


Temporary Accommodation 

In order to provide a more complete unit of operation 
in the Television Service pending the building of the 
Administrative Offices in the following stage, it was 
necessary to find additional accommodation for adminis- 
trative staff, together with canteen and welfare facilities 
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within the scenery block. This has meant the temporary 
replanning of parts of the building allocated to scenery 
making. 
the scenery block, which will not function to its complete 
capacity until all the studios are built, there is ample 
room within the present building for these extra offices 
and welfare units. 

The major part of the small storage and wardrobe 


area on floor 2, has been taken over for the purposes of 


the office accommodation. On this floor 
also a temporary kitchen and canteen have been planned 
with service lift from the ground level. On floor 3, the 
western wing of offices is to be occupied by the Director 
of Television Broadcasting and the Chief Administrative 
officers.

Planning 

The scenery block is laid out on five levels:—Base- 
ment—large storage areas, boiler house and power unit.

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However, with the present reduced scope of 
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By planning the offices for the most part on the south 
side of the building, the north side is left free for the 
movement of scenery. The main entrance for staff and 
visitors to the building, therefore, is on the south-west 
side. 

Also on the south side of the building are the access 
doors to boiler house and power unit and the timber 
loading bay. 

To make possible the movement of large sections of 
scenery, an electrically operated hydraulic lift 30ft by 
19ft by 15ft clear height connects basement and ground 
floor; the doors under the hoods which will connect the 
setting space with the main block are 25ft high and 18ft 
wide. 

As the building contains cells exceeding the maximum 
permitted under the London Building Acts, sprinklers, 
shutters and other fire precautions have had to be intro- 
duced. The temporary staircase on the east 
side of the building will be removed when escape is 
possible across the tops of the roofs of the main block.

the scenic artists’ studio rises from the basement to 
almost the full height of the building. The working 
arrangement in the studio requires an independent 14ft 
high platform supported on the basement floor but not 
connected to the surrounding walls. On the walls are 
mounted guides supporting 30ft high painting frames. 

Canvases are mounted on the frames and the artists, 
by standing on the platform and causing the frames to 
move vertically up or down, are able to paint from the 
top to the bottom of the 30ft high canvases. The 
frames are electrically controlled. Completed canvases 
may either be rolled up at basement level and with- 
drawn through doors provided into the storage area, or 
they may be lifted bodily from the frames and conveyed 
through two vertical slots in the north wall of the scenic 
artists’ studio into the setting space. 


In the scenic artists’ studio with its clear height of 


65ft from floor to roof beams, prestressed precast 
concrete columns are used, designed to resist horizontal 


wind loads as cantilevers. 


Construction 


The ground is, in varying depths, humus and fill, on 
brown clay, on gravel and sand and on blue clay; with 
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sulphates present in moderate quantity. The brown 
clay could not be relied on to carry the desired loading 
and was replaced by sand and gravel from deeper exca- 
vations. ‘The basement is necessarily at different levels 
and loading was calcuiated to give as uniform a settlement 
as possible over the whole building. Well points were used 
when, exceptionally, it was necessary to excavate below 
the water table at about + 11. 

The basement is completely tanked up to ground 
level with reinforced concrete floors and walls except 
for certain lengths of wall where possible extension has 
been planned. The earth and water pressures on the 
basement walls are transferred by reinforced concrete 
panels, 12in thick, to reinforced concrete piers. These 
piers act as propped cantilevers; the action at the top 
being transferred to the ground floor slab and framing. 

The superstructure is steel framed, the outer stan- 
cheons being carried on the tops of piers in the basement 
walls. Suspended floors are of in situ reinforced concrete 
where heavy loading is required; otherwise of pot con- 
struction.

scenery block for heat and power to serve the complete 
television centre. 

The boiler house which occupies a quarter of the 
basement area will ultimately house five boilers and four 
oil storage tanks; in the first stage, one boiler has been 
installed and two oil storage tanks for the immediate 
needs of the scenery block. 

The exhaust gases from the five boilers will be carried 
in one main stack which has been built on the south side 
of the scenery block. Heating of the large workshops, 
storage areas and setting space is by means of thermo- 
statically controlled steam unit heaters. The offices 
are heated by hot-water radiators. 


Scenery Block Electrical Installation 

Duplicate high voltage supplies from the London 
Electricity Board network feed the main high voltage 
switchgear which in turn supplies the low tension dis- 
tribution board via two 500 kVA step-down trans- 
formers. The low tension supply is then carried to the 
sub-switch feed-boards for connection to the main 
wiring system. 

Adjacent to the main sub-station area is a small 110 volt 
emergency lighting battery for maintaining essential 
scenery block services, i.c., the boiler room and the 
main electrical power intake area. The sub-station areas 
have been fitted with carbon dioxide fire protection equip- 
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ment whereas the remainder of the block is 
provided with sprinkler equipment. 

Space is available in the scenery block for 
extension of the switchgear to feed the main 
site and also for the main emergency lighting 
battery. A high voltage ring-main will be 
used to connect with the sub-stations situated 
in the main block and in these will be equip- 
ment for conversion to low voltage A.C. for 
technical, power and lighting supplies and to 
110 volts D.C. for studio lighting.

HE National Health Service planned three main 
kinds of medical care, run by three different 
authorities; hospitals and specialists, provided by regional 
hospital boards; family doctoring by general practitioners 
contracting with local executive councils; and preventive 
and after-care services, by local health authorities. But 
it was originally hoped, and provided for in the Act, 
that “health centres’’ would be built throughout the 
country so that all the skills and services which patients 
need, outside of hospitals, could be brought under one 
roof. In three places experimental variations on the basic 
ideas behind the “ health centre’’ proposal are being made 
with the help of funds from the Nuffield Provincial 
Hospitals Trust, in Manchester, in the new town of 
Harlow and at Corby. 

Until 1934 Corby was a small village of 1,500 in- 
habitants. In that year Messrs. Stewarts & Lloyds Ltd. 
opened the first section of their steelworks. By 1939 
the town had acquired urban status, and both the steel 
industry and the town have been expanding ever since.

New Towns Act to assist the already vigorous Urban 
District Council in developing the area: the steel in- 
dustry is being enlarged and light industries are to be 
introduced. 

The Nuffield Diagnostic Centre at Corby is not a 
“‘ health centre ’’ in the accepted sense, if such there be, 
inasmuch as it is not provided by a local health authority, 
it does not include all the facilities laid down by Section 
21 of the National Health Service Act, 1946, and the 
general practitioners concerned will not work as a group 
in the centre. 

The family doctors of Corby will retain their existing 
surgeries, but patients needing more complete examina- 
tion or investigation will be given appointments at the 
Diagnostic Centre, where the general practitioners will 
rent some of the consulting rooms. Here the doctors will 
be able to examine their patients, away from the rush of the 
surgery, and can consult any of their colleagues or arrange 
‘consultations with the visiting specialists.

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The Oxford Regional Hospital Board is providing 
and staffing the chest clinic and X-ray and physio- 
therapy departments; and its consultants and specialists 
will use some of the consulting rooms, for which use the 
Board will pay. 

The Corby Urban District Council has no statutory 
position in the Centre; but the Council wanted to make its 
contribution, and is therefore providing £2,750 towards 
two cottages for the resident staff of the Centre—a 
caretaker, a sister-in-charge and a radiographer—and is 
looking after the lawns and flower-beds. Messrs. Stewarts 
& Lloyds Ltd. have given an assurance of financial 
support towards the running costs of the Centre during the 
early years of the experiment. The Nuffield Provincial 
Hospitals Trust has provided the capital for building and 
equipping the consulting and minor-treatment rooms of 
the Centre, and, in addition, it is making a contribution 
towards running costs during the first experimental 
five years.

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The three blocks of the Centre—the consulting and 
treatment wing, the physiotherapy department and the 
combined chest clinic and X-ray department—are 
grouped round a central entrance hall. Each department 
and each consulting suite has its own small local waiting 
space for patients. 

One of the objects of the experiment was to demonstrate 
that the essential requirements for a diagnostic centre 
could be provided at a reasonable cost. Economy was 
therefore important, both in the design and in the choice 
of materials and finishes. 

Each wing is planned as compactly as possible. In the 
X-ray and physiotherapy departments top lighting is 
employed to facilitate concentration in planning. 

The construction of the building is extremely simple; 
the walls are of llin cavity brickwork and support a 
timber roof. The facing bricks are light buff rustics, and 
in the waiting spaces and corridors the internal walls are 
of fair-face brickwork, painted. The floor finish is 
thermo-plastic tiles except in the treatment wing where 
the floors are terrazzo and the gymnasium where they are 
wood block. 


The simplicity of the design and finishes lends itself 


to the bold use of colour. This is being used to provide 
interest throughout the building and to help visitors to 
identify the different departments of the Centre. Each 
block of rooms has been given a different colour con- 
trasting with the white ceiling and black-and-white 
chequered floor used throughout the Centre. The walls of 
the consulting, examination and treatment rooms, and of 
other rooms within the blocks, are painted a very light 
grey with a darker grey on door-frames and skirtings.

TIMBER NOTES 
HILE the recent conference in 
London of softwood importers 

and exporters has shown there is little 
prospect of any early fall in prices of 
timber, nevertheless the opportunity 
was used to impress upon the sellers 
needs for reforms which may later 
benefit the builder and contractor. In 
lower grade softwoods the shippers were 
asked to adjust prices if they wanted 
to save markets for wood, and in the 
better qualities for joinery work they 
were told that the waste factor is higher 
than pre-war because of the lower level 
of manutfacture 

Complaints over discoloration, 
twist, warp and cupping experienced in 
shipments from Scandinavia were 
brought to the notice of the shippers, 
and a request made to eliminate these 
grumbles by improvements in the kiln 
drying of softwood before shipment. 
The tendency to find softwood for 
joinery from the fifth grade was men- 
tioned, and the importers stressed that 
this was brought about by the high 
price of wood, and might often lead to 
timber being used for purposes to 
which it was unsuited in building work, 
so harming the reputation of the 
material. 

Even taking into account the strike 
of timber workers in America, which 
has had the effect of increasing U.S. 
buying of softwood in Canada and 
pushing up prices by as much as £5 a 
standard, the European importers claim 
there is more than enough softwood 
left for sale this year to cover the bal-

ance of import needs. This will 
counteract any impression of shortage 
which might be gained from the import 
figures for the first half year, which 
were 120,000 standards less than in the 
same period of last year. 

Hemlock prices are based on £75 a 
standard c.if., with an extra £4 for 
Douglas fir. Unsorted Swedish and 
Finnish is still priced at £80 a standard 
f.o.b., with freight rates now a little 
higher to make the wood more expen- 
sive. Little of this timber remains for 
sale. 

As demand for softwood is improv- 
ing in this country, most merchants 
have used the opportunity to bring 
prices up into line with the new im- 
ported prices. From now until next 
spring, at the earliest, these higher 
prices must prevail to cover replace- 
ment values. 

Hardwoods are selling slowly, but 
prices are gradually gaining some 
strength as recovery is made from the 
slump in prices of tropical woods fol- 
lowing softwood freedom. Some im- 
porters are no longer buying many 
tropical species formerly used, paying 
attention rather to the traditional hard- 
woods and those tropical woods which 
have won favour with consumers 
Ramin is slightly higher in price, but 
is still probably below its worth 

Plywood stocks are high, but quality 
is uneven. Prices are firm, and there 
is no prospect of any change in the 
coming months. Building boards are 
in slightly better supply, and it is be- 
lieved in the trade that freedom to im- 
port these boards in unrestricted quan- 


tities is not far away. Little change in 
price is reported. Insulation boards 
are in short supply in some areas, and 
sticks of hardboards are nowhere too 
plentiful.
